Doctrine of T rin ity Traced. 
There Is no unreasonable my stery 
connected with tlie doctrine of the 
Trinity as presented in the Bible, said 
Pastor Russell. On the contrary , it is 
very simple, very reasonable, nnd very 
honoring to God the Father, Jesus the 
Bon, and to the Holy Spirit. 
The Pastor traced the doctrine of the 
Trinity , as presented In the creeds, to 
Its source. 
It was not the teachings of 
Jesus ami the Inspired Apostles, and 
surely not the belief of the Israelites, 
and those who for more than four 
thousand y ears had been God’s people 
before Jesus’ day . 
After the death of 
the Apostles, the Bishops erroneously 
claimed to be their successors vested 
with Apostolic authority , and these 
formulated the creeds with their va­ 
rious inconsistencies nnd Bible contra­ 
dictions. 
The Trinity of the creeds was intro­ 
duced to offset the agnostic Influences 
of the Greeks, who became interested 
In Christianity as a philosophy , but 
who denied Its teachings respecting the 
prehuman existence of Jesus, the ne­ 
cessity for Ills death as a sin-atoue- 
ment, and the doctrine of the resurrec­ 
tion. 
In proportion as the Grecians denied 
many Christians would combat their 
theory , nnd they advanced claim nfter 
claim until they reached the clkuai 
represented In our creeds of declaring 
that Jesus wus His own Father and 
Ills own Son at the same time, that 
one God. equal in power and glory , 
pray ed to the other part of Himself 
with strong cry lngs and tears to be 
delivered from the power of the tomb, 
was heard and wus raised from the 
dead by the power of the other part of 
Himself. 
Indeed, said the Pastor, some have 
carried the m atter so far as to claim 
that when Jesus died the world was 
for three day s without a God, that ne 
then raised Himself from the dead. 
Others, considering this an unreason­ 
able view, claimed that Jesus never 
really died, but merely pretended to 
die that all of the experiences of the 
cross were a mere farce, a pantomime, 
performed for the effect upon the j*eo- 
ple that merely the body of Jesus died 
after cry ing, "My God. My God, why 
hast Thou forsaken Me?” and that the 
real Jesus, the real God, stepped out 
and watched the proceedings nnd con­ 
nived at the deception, including the 
further deception respecting the resur­ 
rection from the dead. 
All of this must t» e abominable to 
the Father. 
All Christians are per 
plexed with this man-made my stery . 
Now, as Bible students are waking 
and are study ing the Bible, they find 
that Its teachings are very different 
from that of the creeds, that It Is very 
real, very logical, very beautiful, very 
harmonious.

Doctrine of T r in it y Traced. 
There Is no unreasonable mystery 
connected with tile doctrine of the 
Trinity as presented In the Bible, said 
Pastor Russell. 
On the contrary, it Is 
very simple, very reasonable, and very 
honoring to God the Father, Jesus the 
Son, and to the Holy Spirit. 
The Pastor traced the doctrine of the 
Trinity, as presented In the creeds, to 
Its source. 
It was not the teachings of 
Jesus and the inspired Apostles, and 
surely not the belief of the Israelites, 
and those who for more thnn four 
thousand years had been God’s people 
before Jesus’ day. 
After the death of 
the Apostles, tile Bishops erroneously 
claimed to be their successors vested 
with Apostolic authority, and these 
formulated the creeds with their va­ 
rious inconsistencies and Bible contra­ 
dictions. 
The Trinity of the creeds was intro­ 
duced to offset the agnostic influences 
of the Greeks, who became interested 
in Christianity as a philosophy, but 
who denied its teachings respecting the 
prehuman existence of Jesus, the ne­ 
cessity for His death as a sin-atone- 
ment. and the doctrine of the resurrec­ 
tion. 
In proportion us the Grecians denied 
many Christians would combat their 
theory, and they advanced claim after 
claim until they reached the climex 
represented In our creeds of declaring 
tbut Jesus was Ills own Father and 
His own Son at the same time, that 
one God, equal In power and glory, 
prayed to the other part of Himself 
with strong cryings and tears to l*e 
delivered from the power of the tomb, 
was heard and was raised from the 
dead by the power of the other part of 
Himself. 
Indeed, said the Pastor, some have 
carried the matter so far as to claim 
that when Jesus died the world was 
for three days without a God, that n e 
then raised Himself from the dead. 
Others, considering this an unreason­ 
able view, claimed that Jesus never 
really died, but merely pretended to 
die—that all of the experiences of the 
cross were a mere farce, a pantomime, 
performed for the effect upon the peo­ 
p l e t h a t merely the body of Jesus died
